The next 
verse looks like commemorating our 
Lord's death on the first day of the

| Return of Polar Ice Cap Discovered 


Berlin.—Important changes on the 
surface of Mars, strongly tending to 
confirm the theory that that planet 
jenjoys changes of seasons similar to 
j those experienced on the earth, have 
been detected by Dr. Friedrich Arch- 
enbold, director of Treptow observa- 
tory at Berlin. Alternations in the vi- 
cinity of the Martan south pole were 
discovered as the result of a series of 
highly sutcessful photographic ex- 
| periments. 

In 1894 a white spot known as the 
lar cap, on the southern half of 
fars disappeared from view. It has 
| been conjecured that since that time 
a period of summer has been prevail- 
ing there. 

The white spot again has become 
visible, as shown by Archenbold’s 
photographs, which reveal at the polar 
uxis a well defined white area bearing 
a strong resemblance to the ice fields 
at the terrestrial poles. As the planet 
now is in an exceptionally favorable 
| position, observations at Treptow are 
being taken nightly. 

It is considered probable that they 
will show that the phenomenon is due 
|not merely to a temporary snowfall 
but to the re-formation of the polar 
ive cap following another and sustain- 
ed change of meteorological condi- 
tions, In that case, observers hold the 
|hypothesis that Mars and _ possibly 
jother planets undergo more or less 
lregular climatic changes correspond-
